A COINCIDENCE. 


The Warehouse at Langley Factory 
Burned.

laformation was received in this city 
yesterday to the effect that the ware- 
house of Langley Factory, on the South 
Carolina railroad, had been struck a 
second time by lightning and totally de- 

stroyed by fire. 

Upon investigation it was found that 
during the prevalence of a thunder 
shower about noon, Sunday, in that 
neighborhood, the lightning struck the 
telegraph wires, and, playing along 
then jumped over to the warehouse, 
which was close at hand, and made it- 
self visible by skipping along the edge 
of the roof. Soon afterward a strict in- 
vestigation was made by Mr. Foster, su- 
perintendent of the factory, throughout 
the building, but no evidences of fire 
were discovered—even an hour after the 
lightning had dealt its blow, and Mr. 
Foster, with the other officers of the fac- 
tory became reconciled to the conviction 
that, this time, heaven’s dread messenger 
had passed them. 

But about midnight, or soon after the 
hour of 12 o’clock Sunday night, the 
flames burst forth from the building, 
and the residents of the village were 
aroused from tueir slumbcrs by the dread 
cry of fire. The instrument in the tele- 
graph office near by had been shattered 
by the lightning at noon, and hence, no 
dispatch could be sent to Angusta. 

Every exertion was made to save the 
building but allin vain unttl two-thirds 
of it had been destroyed. Themale em- 
ployes of the factory acted nobly but 
their efforts were in vain. ‘The fire had 
gained such a headway, that by 1 o’clock, 
hardly an hour after the flames were first 
seen, the main portion ofthe building 
was in ruins. 

Since the first fire occurred Mr. Frank 
Smyth, of this city, had been engaged in 
placing a new roof on the building. He 
was summoned to SanEney yesterday and 
upon his return reported that the fire 
had consumed about two-thirds of the 
warehouse, In tke building at the time 
the fire was discovered there was stored 
about 120 bales of manufactured cotton 
goods and 20 bales of cotton. 

Mr. W. C. Sibley, president of the 
Langley manufacturing company, esti- 
mates the loss at about $700, with no 
intimation of insurance. Itis supposed 
the spark of electricity set fire to the cot- 
ton, and that it was smothered and burn- 
lng until mi ht, when the flames burst 
forth in their fury. 

The mysterious part of the affair is that 
the building was struck by the | ghtning 
about the noon of Sunday, and it was 
twelve hours later when the fire broke 
out—after a strict investigation was made 
during the day and not even the smell of 
burning cotton discovered.

A Bootblack Marquis.

About a year and a half ago a French- 
man, who had lived for some time in 
Chicago and operated on the Board of 
Trade, committed suicide. He was a 
member of one of the oldest and most 
noble families in France, that of De 
Belloy, and was by right a Marquis. 
Being depressed in spirits, he went one 
evening, in company with some frinds, 
into a wine cellar on Clark street, and, 
after drinking several times, drew a 
small pistol and fired a bullet into his 
body. There was, of course, a confu- 
sion at once, whereupon De Belloy 
walked up to the counter, where the 
owner of the place presided, asked his 
pardon in the most bland terms for cre- 
ating any undue disturbance, fell back 
upon tne floor and died. The strange 
man had a strange, eventful and roman- 
tic history. In brief, it was that he left 
France about twenty years ago and came 
to America. In northern Michigan he 
married a fisherman’s daughter, and 
maintained himself and family for some 
time by teaching. Six children grew 
out of the union. Several years ago he 
came to Chicago and began operating 
on ‘Change, his business career proving 
a checkered one. After his death his 
widow found it a difficult matter to get 
along. Her oldest boy engaged in boot- 
blacking and selling newspapers upon 
the streets, becoming rapidly as dirty, 
saucy and shiftless a boy as is to be found 
among the gamin of Chicago. The 
widow subsequently removed to Genesee, 
in this State, where she now resides 
with her family. The strangest part of 
this story remains to be told. 

Information has just been received 
here that the mother of Marquis de Bel- 
loy, the father of this boot-black, has 
just died in France. The Chicago boy 
is the oldest son, and by right inherits 
the title of Marquis, while his mother 
becomes the Marchioness de Belloy. 
The boy will hereafter be the head of 
this proud family, which traces its line 
age back behind the Crusader. All that 
now remains is to prove the legality of 
his mother’s marriage and his own legit- 
imacy:to secure the titles and the right 
to all the lands, estates, hereditaments 
of the family of which they are the 
representative heirs. Good for the boot- 
black; good for the fisherman's daughter. 
Now, then, won’t some American girl 
please keep her eye on the young Mar- 
quis .

A dress that shall be an improvement 
upon our present one must be 
looser, more easily adjusted, more evenly 
applied to the whole form—that ig, war- 
mer for the extremities, less w : 
the trunk. Union suits of kni tex- 
ture for ladies were in the m ten 
years ago. Children’s sizes are quite com- 
mon, and the ordinary vests and drawers 
can be combined at the waist line by a 
seam upon which may be put buttons that 
shall hold stoeking suspenders, or the 
band of ordinary cotton drawers. The 
next garment we propose to call a “‘chem- 
ijupe,” fromwo French words meaning 
shirt and tieost. It -sheald have a 
yoke fitted’ to the En Se neck, | 
should have acollar upot Tt or ruches, 
and the front edge of the yoke may be 
ornamented for those who choose to 
wear dresses with pointed necks. Below 
the yoke it should have the gathers of a 
chemise, made long enough to be-orna- 
mented at the bottom, that it may take 
the place of an underskirt. It should 
have long shirt or coat sleeves, with cufts 
or ruffles at the wrist. Next above this, 
we propose a garment which we call a 
“body coat,” to be made of material 
warm as possible for winter, cool as pos- 
sible for summer, and of medium thick- 
ness for the demi-seasons. Its upper 
part isa sleeveless basque, half-fitting, 
so loose about the waist line that no 
wrinkle or crease of the under-clothing 
shall be found upon the body at night ; 
nothing less than that is:loose. The 
shoulder seams should be short, and the 
basque continue below the belt line five 
inches, and there be attached to the full- 
ness of a balmoral skirt, made of light 
woolen cloth or quilted material, or 
flounced to take the place of hoops in 
bearing out the drapery of the outer 
dress. This body coat should button in 
front from neck to hem and have at the 
belt line a row of buttons to hold the 
band of the dress skirt and tbe band of 
the overskirt, if one is worn. Lastly, 
the dress in two or three pieces, skirt, 
overskirt, and half-fitting sack—or skirt 
and polonaise—or in one, as Gabrielle 
wrapper. 

THE CHEMIJUPE. 

Let us consider the advantages such a 
costume would afford us. : First, for 
cool weather. Knitted material is warm, 
clings closely, takes less room for the 
warmth it gives than anything else, and 
can be had from gauze or silk wear to 
heavy woolen. One or more suits can 
be worn, according to the weather or 
the vitality of the wearer. Such union 
suits bear also the weight of cotton 
drawers and stockings. Outer drawers 
once buttoned on are likely to remain 
so till both garments are laid aside, less- 
ening time and trouble. Thechemijupe 

ives us chemise, underskirt, another 
pair of sleeves to clothe the arms, col- 
lars, cuffs and ornamented bosom, all in 
one piece, reducing laundry work to the 
minimum, saving all the extra trouble 
of pinning on COflers, buttoning and 
pinning on cufis, sewing on ruches and 
fastening neckties, enabling a lady to 
be always in order as tothe ornaments 
of dress. One dozen such garments 
would take the place of at least three 
dozen as now worn. Properly fitted 
and appropriately ornamented, they 
would conduce to developing the indi- 
viduality of the wearer more than any 
one other thing. There are some hero- 
ines of fiction of whom we never think 
except with a vision of dainty, fresh 
Jace at neck and wrists; or other more 
commonplace women, we remember im- 
maculate linen cuffs and collars. The 
dress that characterizes a lady is what 
she always wears, at home in the morn- 
ing, in the evening, in the street—not a 
church suit or a party dress. Such hus- 
bands as love to see the same attention 
to neatness and beauty at breakfast as at 
supper should welcome a change that 
will insure freshness and dispatch. The 
garment is adapted to all conditions, all 
purses. The whole clothing is more 
easily changed, to dress for dinner or 
the street, than now to change collars 
and cuffs. 

PLAIN COMMON SENSE. 

The body coat serves to support all 
the rest of the clothing. Being short 
upon the shoulders, and having ample 
arm-holes, it allows the utmost freedom 
of motion; it should take the place of 
corset and petticoat. For sensitive lungs 
it may*2¢ made double-breasted. This, 
too, can be made to gratify inc taste of 
the wearer. Now that sombre colors are 
the rule, a lady may here enjoy her taste 
for brighter colors. Is the most becom- 
ing color blue? Think of a body-coat 
of Marie Louise cashmere or flannel or 
heavier cloth, basque and flounces orna- 
mented in keeping, or scarlet or ecru or 
dove-color or royal purple. Being much 
shorter than the dress skirt, it should be 
in little danger of soiling from r 
dust ; may be covered with embroidery 
or elaborately quilted ; may be made of 
the richest material or of coarse woolen, 
and be closed with the prettiest of but- 
tons that are flat. Its beauty may bea 
consolation to those who think it wiser 
to adopt black or invisible shades for the 
street, a fashion that is likely to prevail 
for an indefinite time, as it is in conso- 
nance With the increasing activity of wo- 
man’s pursuits, calling her more fre- 
quentlyabroad, at the same time render- 
ing her less conspicuous. Lilac satin 
coats and buff satin waistcoats are no 
longer the dress of gentlemen, because a 
gentleman is amore useful creature in 
our generation than he was a few centu- 
ries ago. This body coat without an 
outer dress would be as pretty for in 
doors as a German peasant’s costume, 
having the white sleeves and collar, the 
corsage and short, warm petticoat. The 
skirt band should be at least four inches 
larger than the measure round the naked 
body, to give room for loose underwear. 
This band of the outer skirt is the only 
band necessary, it will be noticed. 

OPPORTUNITY FOR CHOICE. 

Now let us see how the improved 
dress may be adapted to hot weather. 
First, if gauze underwear be adopted, 
the dress is essentially the same, —- 
in being made of lighter fabrics. If 
there be no objection to wearing cotton 
drawers resting on the hips, nor to wear- 
ing garters, drawers being already made 
of cambric, very well. Thena chemi- 
jupe, then a body coat, which may be 
made of pique or white moreen trimmed 
with satin pipings; or second, to use 
winter drawers without altering the 
band, an elastic ribbon with button and 
butten hole at the end can be put in and 
out the button holes of the band and 
buttoned round the body, then a chemi- 
ju then body coat, then dress; or 
third, one of the patented articles used 
for stocking suspenders (if they go over

THE DELUGED CROPS. 


In the midst of a dry and almost droughty 
season, the people of Georgia can hardly 
believe that rain has been steadily and 
heavily falling for weeks from lake On- 


tario across the wheat-growing states to 


the great plains. Yet such is the fact. 
Minnesota and perhaps a part of Wiscon- 
sin, and. we think the north part of 
Michigan are comparatively dry, but the 
great wheat and corn belt below them 
has beengubjected for weeks to watery 
torrents that have produced floods 
of unprecedented magnitude. Maryland, 
Weet Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Missouri have shared 
these incessant outpouringsof the clouds; 
but the greatest damage has been inflict- 
ed on the fertile fields of Ohio, Indiana 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and Missouri. 
These prevailing storms are as remarka- 
bie for their extent as for their copious- 
ness. They have belted the country 
with damaging moisture, leaving the 
states to the north and to the south more 
than usually dry. 

We have before us a large number of 
western papers that contain ample ac 
counts of the ruin wrought by the storms, 
It is unmistakeably‘great. At Terre 
Haute the whea¥ crop is ruined. All 
that has been threshed is too damp to 
store, while that which is not threshed 
is sprouting in the sheaf. In many parts 
of Ohio'farmers have given up their whca' 
as lost to its best use—flour—but hope 
it will be good for mill feed. At Evans- 
ville, Indiana, hundreds of farmers are 
compelled to look on while the 
product of their year’s labors is snatch- 
ed from them by the muddy surging 
tides. Onone Indiana bottom the fish 
are nibbling the roasting ears. At La- 
Fayette the farmers are turning their 
hogs into their once promising wheat 
fields, as the best means to derive any pref:

The death of ex-President Johnson will 
recall many remini:cences of the ‘Great 
Commoner.’’ Ilis election to the United 
States senaje, in 1857, is a forcible illustra- 
tion of the self will and resolute determin- 
ation that characterized his whole public ca- 


it from them. We speak of these cases 
to convey an idea of the general situation, 
Briefly stated, the ripened wheat in the 
northwest has stood, some of it in shocks 
and some uncut,for weeks in a merviless, 
and almost unceasing rain. These rains 
have produced unparalleled floods, as 
witness this telegram from Terre Ilaute: 
‘The Wabash river is some twenty inch- 
es higher than during the great rise of 
1858, and a few inches higher than the 
still greater inundation of 1828, which is 
of record and in the memory of the ‘‘old- 
est inhabitants.” The river is three 
miles wide opposite the city, and is still 
slowly rising. Some live stock and mil- 
lions of bushels of wheat in stacks and 
shocks have floated past. Large quanti- 
ties of hay haye also gone dowr. Over 
six million bushels of corn reported 
drowned out between Terre Haute and 
Huisonville. Sugar creek townsbip is 
wholly devastated. ~ Not a thousand 
rails, very little corn and no wheat left 
in the township. Every louse in Blooms- 
town 1s inundated. ” 

Telegraphic reports of floods and rains 
are very uncertain indications of injuries 
tocrops, but the general character of the 


the statement that the promise of a 
month ago has been reversed. A great 
deal of unmerchantable grain will surely 
be the outcome of the storms. A radi: 
calchange in the weather may avert 
much ofthe threatened injury, bu’ it 
must come very soon to be of 
vaiue tothe fie’ds of the moist ripe wheat. 
Large quantities of the Tennesgzee crop 
ure now going to Louisville to supply 
the demand for new wheat, and much 
more will go from this, our source of 
supply 
cease. 

We do not wish to be understood as 
saying that a famine is inevitable--not by 
any means. The wheat south of Ken- 
tucky was harvested in fine condition, 
and there is a visible supply of 
8,516,864 bushels of old 
wheat, or nearly 2144 million bushels in 
excess of the corresponding date of last 
year. There will be wheat enough to 
feed the hungry, but there will be many 
million bushels less of good wheat than 
there promised to be one month ago. 
The full extent of the damage inflicted 
by the extraordinary rains will soon be 


known, and then wef will be the better 
able to judge of the course of the mar- 
kets and of the price of bread.

The Steamship Scythia’s Eacounter 
with a Whale.

W. Butts, a young minister, was discov- 

ered to have been siruck by lightning. 

He was found ly near a tree not far 

from the church. He was at once car- 

ried into the church and a physician scnt 

for, and after a prompt use of restors- 

tives he soon returned ta conciseness 

amd %as Considered out of danger. His 
worst injury was a severe contusion on 
one of his cheeks, caused by falling face 
downward upon a root when he received 
the shock. 

When Mr. Butts had been restored 
and the excitement caused by the casual- 
ty had somewhat subsided—this was 
nearly an hour after Mr. B. was found— 
the absence of Mr. Henry G. McArthur 
and Mr. John Phelps was noticed. They 
had walked out about the same time that 
Mr. Butts had, and both were under the 
same umbrella. Search was instituted 
for them at once, and not far fiom the 
church both of the men were found lyin 
together, struck dead by the same awfu 
flash of lightning. It seems from ap- 
pearances, that the lightning had struck 
a tree near which they were standing, 
descending it to about ten feet of the 
ground, when the current left the tree 
for the umbrella under which the two 
men were. Death was probably instan- 
taneous. The umbrella was torn all to 
fragments. The neck of young Phelps 
and nearly every bone of his body was 
broken. “In the case of Mr. McArthur 
no bones appear to have been broken. 
The shoes of both men were torn off 
their feet. It was a horrid fatality and 
cast a gloom of sadness over the whole 
commutity. 

Mr. Arthur was a native of Tennes- 
see, and had been a resident of Jones 
county only about eighteen months. He 
leaves a wife and two children. 

Phelps was about twenty years of age, 
and unmarried.

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LYNCH LAW IN TWIGGS COUN- 
TY.

Our readers will remember that about 
a month ago we reported the killing, at 
Myrick’s will, in Twiggs county, of Da- 
vid Hudson by a negro man named Joe 
Redding. Redding was arrested for the 
crime, and after a preliminary examina- 
tion was committed to jail to await trial 
before the superior court. 

About 12 o’clock Saturday night a 
party of disguised men, variously esti- 
mated &t from thirty to sixty in number, 
went to the house of Mr. James F. Ev- 
ans, sheriff and jailor of the county, en- 
tered his bed-room, with drawn pistols, 
seized him and demanded the keys of the 
jail. He told them that if they intended 
to force him to give up the keys, he 
could do nothing to prevent it, but that 
he had only the keys to the outer door of 
the jail, the keys to the dungeons being 
locked up in the large iron safe in the 
court-house, and that Judge C. A. Sol- 
omon, ordinary, and Mr. F. A. Finch, 
county treasurer, were the only persons 
who had keys to the safe. The party 
immediately blind-folded Mr. Evans, put 
him on one of their horses and susheciod 
to Mr. Finch’s residence, awoke him and 
took him with them to the court house, 
when they procured the keys to the cells 
of the jail. Some twenty or thirty of 
them entered the jail and brought out 
Joe Redding, then sent Messrs. Finch 
and Evans back to their homes. In 
about five minutes both of these gentle- 
men heard six or seven pistol shots fireu, 
seemingly about one hundred or two 
hundred yards from the jail.

What was the first election under the char- 
ter? 

Section 20 of the Charter eays: *‘All per- 
sons holdi g office under elections or ap- 
pointment by the Mayor end General Coun- 
cil, except Police Commissioners, sball be 
elected orappointed at the first meeting held 
in the month of January, 1875. and shali 
hold until the first meeting in July there- 
after, at which time and bienually thereaf- 
ter euch elections shali be held or appoint- 
ments made.’’ 

The first election is in Jauuary, 1875, for 
which the Council of 1574 fixes the salaries. 
Who fixes the salaries for those elected fn 
July or at the second election? Certainly 
rot the Council of 1874, for the charter re- 
stricts them to the first! 

The officer entered on the first of July 
upon aterm of four years. It is anew elec- 
tion. It follows then that the council eerv- 
ing from Japuary to July is the council 
“next preceding his (Wood’s) election” un- 
less you have officers with salaries not fixed 
by law.

Col Frobell’s River Surveys. 
U. 8. ENGINEER’s Camr, /} 
Smita’s Ferry, August, 1, 1875. } 
Editors Constitution: We lcft Atlanta 
Monday July 26th, 12 M.,, and reached the 
co railroai bridge at 4P. M., at which 
time it was raining slightly. We tran:ferred 
our boats and baggage from the railroad to 
Wood’s bridge, and launched the boats. It 
was throughthe kindness of Mr. Meriweth- 
er that we were enabled to launch our boats 
so soon. Having pitched our tents and un- 
packed we procecded to get supper. After 
supper we whiledaway the lonesome time 
until 11 o’clock with the beautiful game of 
cavendish whist. 

Tuesday the 27th, dawned  bDeautiful, 
bright and clear. We commenced work and 
surveyed the shoal abore the railroad bridge 
down to Wood's bridge. After dinner we 
loaded our boats and started for Cedar 
shoals, and made a quick run, for whick we 
are greatly indebted to Mr. Harry Camp, 
who piloted us through. We reached Ce- 
dar shoaleat5{ p.m. And let me here state 
that this place will never be forgotten ly 
us. Here we camped aud made the pleas- 
ant acquaintance of Mr. Spence, who was 
very k'nd indeed in furnishing us all with 
vegetable and chickens.. On the following 
morning we began surveying Cedar shoals, 
and finished. During the afternoon we 
boated ashore and moved them and our 
baggage to the foot ofthe shoal by wagon. 
Herejagain we must mention our kind 
friend, Mr. Spevce, who generousty tender- 
ed us the use of his wagon. 

Wednesday 23th, we staited down the 
river and got along safely until we struck 
an old mill dam; it was a dam sure enough. 
Our boats run on the rocks, and the most of 
us got out, and some four or five gentlemen 
of color, stayed with the beats and tried 
to get them over, and they finally got them 
past the shoal; but some of those colored 
gentlemen got alittle wet. All that was 
seen of one &cipio at one time was the north- 
east corner of his car. But after while we 
heard a noise that reminded us of distant 
thunder, and we ali looked around, and_lo, 
about three or four hundred yards below we 
saw Scipio, was blowing his nose. We 
ran down on the shoal called Dried Indian, 
Here we were again delayed two hours 
eurveying and passing the boats over the 
shoals. We reluctantly bade adieu at this 
pint to our friend Mr. Harry ee who 
had been with us since we started. Havi.g 
passed the shoals we proceeded at once 
down the river, until we _ reached 
Flat shoals, on which we com- 
pletely wrecked our boats. Nothing 
daunted we hauld them ashore, 
and established a ship yard, all hands pro- 
ceeded .to work, and the next morning 
(Friday,20) we were ready to launch again. 
Friday,12 o’cloc¥,we struck Webb’s Shoal, 
where we stopped and went ona foraging 
expedition. ‘ihrough the kindness of Mr. 
Phillips, we were enabled to procure vege 
tables and watermelons. That evening we 
reached Lee’s Shoal, where we were again 
shipwrecked and obliged to camp for ihe 
night. Saturday we refitted our boats. 
We are greatly indetted to Mr. Allen, who 
hau'!ed our baggage around the shoals, thus 
enabling us to work our boats over the 
shoals, otherwise we would have been com- 
pelled to carry them. Weran ondownand 
surveyed Indian Fishery and Barnes shoals 
below which we camped. Itis a magnifi- 
cent river, and can be easily improved by 
ponding over the shoals.
